thought pacltiat. Accounts of Hfe 
In the trenebe: published at that 
time mre sEodlt for present-day 
readers by the absence sof places 
names, Jack of candeur and erith 
tism, and by silence on most of 
those asprets of War that ate 
really worth recording. “Ther 
abound in artificial cheerfulness, 
unrenanned optimise and patriotic 
sentiments, Which wert what. the 
publie avanted to hear in those 
days; Many of theae bouks 
have been difficult to writ 
the fact that great pains were put 
into them dacs not make them 
rently valuable, 


After the Armistice. 


After the Armistice, When the 
censorship was lifted, it was sud- 
dently found to be easy to write 
war books, and a great number of 
them appeared with a rush, But 
within a year or 80 the publishers 
became wary of aeeepling any 
more: they found that everybody 
was no heartily sick of the war 
that their main desire wis to for- 
wet dt, They had had enough of it 
for four yeurs, and nobody felt 
any inclination to discuss the war, 
much Jess to rend about it, Thore 
was a sudden slump. Vrom 1921 
onwards, only exceptionally talent- 
fters and highly-placed per- 
Sengaged in wriling their 

a could approach publishing 

firms ‘with any hope of getting 
their omanuacripts accepted. It 
eng about this time that 1 had the 
sumption to bring forward my 
contribution toowar literature. 
It amounted to 200,000 wards, and 
af course no publisher would look 
at it. Te y Ling so deter 
mined te sit in print that 1 paid 
the eostof it myselft it could not 
have made its appearance at a 
worse time, 1 feel sure that most 
the critics, on looking at the 
tile and the 400 pies of close 
print, exclaimed “What, another 
War Book!" and consigned it to 
the wastepaper basket, One critic, 
however, way go amazed at the 
appearance in 1922 of a volumin- 
ous war book by & complete nonen- 
tity. that he spread himeelf over 
“The Athenaeum” in 
reeoverine from the shock. That 
waa. UH. M. Tomlinson, and one 
quotation will sufflee to show the 
attitude towards war books in 
weneral at that time. “So great a 
volume of matter for so low ao 
firure” he wrote. “is less startling 
than the detnil that it concerns

The Middle Twentles. 


Thus we find, in the middle twen- 
ties, the only successful books— 
with the exception of afew out 
standing novels—were the memoira 
of generals, admirals and states- 
men ‘who felt it {ncumbent upon 
them to expinin to the world what 
they did, why they did it, and how 
much shorter the war would have 
heen if they had been given 2 free 
hand, These. books are an ine 
teresting fictd of Iteratvre for 
studenta of the war. With the 
publication of diplomatic corres- 
pondence, officinl documents, re- 
gimental histories and the diaries 
of those in high positions, we can 
now study the course of any battle 
or phase of the war in which we 
are interested. We oan Jearn all 
about the achievements and fai- 
Inres of the staff, the personal 
quarrel and jealousies between 
yarioua generals and statesmen, 
and what was in the minds of the 
enemy commanders al any given 
time and place, 


But serious works of this kind 
onty made thelr appeal ta a com- 
paratively small cirele of apecinifst 
readers: they were not meant to ‘be 
yenernl literature but historical 
information, ‘The war wits rejore 
ed ne a theme by the authors of 
general Literature, except that 
when — portraving -contemovorary 
life, they found it was an inevit- 
nble fentare in their background. 
Then suddenly there came ft re- 
vival: the Great War-once more 
took its piace as a central theme in 
all manner of books. 


The Revival. 


Exactly how the revival came 
about, it is difficult to say. Ag 
years went by and the war receded 
more and more into the past, it: 
could be viewed in better perapec- 
tive, Those of the war generation 
realised that thyy had been privile- 
xed to live throngh the biggest 
event in history, an event compar- 
ed with which all such matters a4 
food taxes, test matches, murder 
mysteries and crossword puzzles 
were scareely worth a moment's | 
attention. They felt that life 
without war, or at lenst the image 
of war, was dull, and they experi-| 
enced a desire to dig up that dead 
past and live it over again. One 
or tivo outstanding books came to 
the fore, everyone started talking 
about them, and wo found our anti- 
pathy towards the subject had been 
only temporary, 


Those of the post-war genera- 
tion, too—the children of 1914- 
1918—were beginning to enquire 
what it hud all been about. They 
hentd their fathers and elder 
brothers relating their experiences 
and woudered whether they were 
rei uch herocs a3 they seem 
Their curiosity wis 
too, were ready to devour war 
bnoks. At the end of the twenties 
the War came back intg literature. 


The Authors. 


Su much for the general public: 
as for the nuthars’ who were to 
cater for their taste, they may be 
divided into three main cntlegorics. 
First, we have the thousands of 


inthe Army, Navy or Royal 
Force and who felt a natural urge” 
to transmit to posterity a pen, 
picture of the war a8 they saw it.

REPRESENTATION OF 
UNIVERSITIES. 


One of the provisions of the 
Electoral Reform Bill now before 
Parliament is the abolition of the 
special franchise and representa- 
tion of the Universities. How it 
will fare remains to be seen, but 
there has been some, opposition 
rnised in quarters which contend 
that the value of education in the 
conduct of national affairs is be- 
inz overlooked by supporters of 
the sussested reform. There is, 
however, a good deal of misunder- 
atanding on the question of Uni- 
versity representation. As Sir 
Herbert Samuel haa pointed out, 
“the Universities,” as we ordinari- 
ly use-the word, do not return 
these members of Parliament. 
The residents at Oxford or Cam- 
bridge, or wherever it may be, do 
not meet. in conelave and select 
some scholarly man from among 
them to carry the torch of en- 
lightenment to Westminster. Let 
us look at the working of the 
system. 

The University constituencies 
ure composed of some 120,000 men 


and women, scattered all over the | 


country or resident abroad. A 
very large proportion are country 
clergymen or schoolmaster, the 
rest being engaged in other pro- 
fersions, in commerce, in land- 
owning, or in whatever occupation 
thelr life may be spent. Few of 
them are in cloxe touch with the 
Universities in which, years be- 
fore, they hud completed their 
education. Absorbed into the 
general life of the community, 
these electors are not a 
apart from other citizens, entitled 
to separate representation. The 
fact that some ten thousand, ot 
more, of the University electors 
are permanently resident overseas 
has been given as a renson for 
continuing. this franchise, it be- 
ing urged that it keeps that num- 
‘hor, at any rate, in touch with 
the affairs of the Old Country. 
‘Sit Herbert Samuel and others 
who think with him fail to see 
cany ground on which a merchant, 
‘a planter, or an administrator, 
‘permanently living in somo dis: 
tant ‘part of the Empire or in a 
foreign tountry should be entitled 
to vote, und by proxy, In the elec 
fions’to the’ Parliament of th 
United Kingdom.’

If 
the University clectors were 
represented on. the same basis, 
they would ‘be entitied to two 
‘Members of Parliament; in point 
of fact, they have twelve. “One 


vote, one value” is a sound doc-

The Naval Pact. 


The publication of the figures 
of tonnage allotted to France and 
Italy under the new naval agre¢- 
ment will det many minds at rest. 
No principle has been sacrificed 
ta political exnediency. although 
the politienl achievement repre- 
sented by the staying of Franco- 
Italian competition must be re- 
garded as of paramount impor- 
tance. The main fact which 
emerges is that except in the capi- 
tal-ship category, naval’ strengths 
are to be stabilised at the position 
which will be reached on the com- 
pletion of the 1930 butt “nye pro- 
grammes. The Jenst sausfactory 
part o° the settlement, it is agreed 
gon all-hands, concerns submarines. 
France is, temporarily 
permitted to maintain her position 
ns the strongest submarine Power 
in the world. Even so, the fixing 

of the tonnage at 81,900 tons 
means that France haa sacrificed 
30,000 tons of her original sub- 
marine demands in order to make 
| the tygreement possible. While 
giving France this much credit, it 
is still fairly obvious that the 
figure ig far too high for casiness 
of mind at the British Admiralty, 
‘and no attempt has been made to 
jhide this fact. On the contrary, 
the French Government has been 
informed that the question of sub- 
marine strengths will be pro- 
minently featured at the World 
Disarmament Conference and that 
unless some solution is found that 
will bring the ‘French figures 
down to a point more in relation 
with Britain's 150,000 tons of

Shanghai, Mar, 12. 


tt is reported that a henviby- 
foaded Chinese passenger steamer, 
the Ta Chi, botind up-river, blew 
up and sank fast night neventy 
niles from Shanghai. It is be- 
lieved that 200 were drowned. 


The vesacl carried 100 Chinese 
soldiers simong 300 Chinese pas- 
sengers, and it is reported that a 
fire broks out aboard as the result 
of esldiera throwing cigarette ends 
into the cargo, which was mainly 
of cotton, An explosion quickly 
followed the outbreak of fire. 


Harrowing Scenes. 
Later. 


The ‘loss ot the Ta Chi is con- 
tirmed by a Customs cruiser which 
hay brought survivors to Shanghai. 


It was patrolling in the Yangtse * 


nnd saw smoke smothering the 
‘vessel. It steamed over to assist, 
but before arrival an explosion rent 
the Ta Chi'a foredeck, instantly 
killing many deck passengers, The 
captain anchored the ship, but im- 
medintely a second explosion blew 
out the stern, throwing most of the 
remaining passengers into the 
river. 


There were most frightful scenes 
as a mass of burned, injured and 


panie-atricken humanity struggled . 


in the water and on the wrecked

The Customs crufser and some 
native boats rescued 180 people out

Interviewed by Chinese nows- 
 correapondents, Mr. ‘Wang 
anid thitt the Nanking Government 
had left no stone unturned to effect 
simultaneous negotiations with 
tho Powers for the immediate 
abolition of extrality. Bath sides 
wore maintaining a firm stand and 
Mr. Wang ould see no prospect of 
an early concluston of the po; otlay 
tions with the British Minister, 
unless the British Government was 
willing to make concessions. 


The Chinese Foreign Minister 
further stated that the French reply

Daily Mail Criticised. 


fle went on to stress the need 
ror the usiity of all parties on the 
aubject of, India, saying he was 
convineed that such writings a8 
appear in papers Hke the Daily 
Mail do more to lose india than 
anything. 

The Conservative leader said 
‘that many people were blind to 
the wlarnime rapidity with which 
the East was changing, and de- 
tlared that the ultimate result: of 
the situation in Indin (and here 
Mr. Baldwin ayain referred to the 
passage from Mr. Churchill that 
he had quoted) depended not upon 
force, but upon goodwill, sympathy 
nnd understanding between India 
and Great Britain. 


Tribute to Viceroy. 


Mr. Baldwin concinded with 
tribute to the pence efforts of 
Lord Irwin, the Viceroy saying 
that such a conclusion av had bien 
reaehed vould have been reached 
by one other Englishman. 

lt was a great tribute to his 
character-—charaeter | which had 
yiven him a prestige in India that™ 
nothing else could have afforded 
him. They could not judge the 
ultimate effect yet. Extremism in, 
India or at home died slowly but 
whatever happened the settlement 
had dofinitely enlarged the area of 
yoodwill. The question of the 
constitutional Government of India 
wns by far ‘the most important 
most dificult Imperin! question we 
had eyer had to face. 

Hix great work was that he had 
bridged the gulf, and his name 
would atand ont in histery aa one 
of India’s yrentest Vieeroys. 


Referring to the difficulties 
confronting many Conservatives, 
Mr. Baldwin declared’ that if 
thase who faced the subject of 
Indian in a niggling grudging 
spirit, were a majority of the 
Party, in God's nume let them 
choo: ev. another leader.
